Sanderson says Brampton 
would’ve been better off if 
he had become chair.

“This idea that I was asked 
to vote a certain way or was 
told (by Charles Sousa) is a 
complete lie. The reason I 
didn’t vote for Sanderson 
and I told him, was he does- 
n't have the skill sets or pro- 
fessional experience I would 
look for in a Regional 
Chair.”

Since launching last year, 
Peel Weekly News has deliv- 
ered weekly digital editions 
to residents within all three 
municipalities, in a multime- 
dia package that offers inter- 
active content including 
popout stories, podcasts and 
videos discussing current 
news stories and ads which 
can link readers directly to 
businesses with the tap of a 
finger 

Of course, that costs 
money. We generally pro- 
duce more local content in 
our first ten pages than any 
competitor in Peel, and we 
believe that it continues to 


be worth the investment.

Local community advocate announces Trustee run

Nearly seven years to the day 
in 2011 that she first entered 
municipal politics in the Ward 
5 by-election, resident Cather- 
ine Soplet is back on the Mis- 
sissauga ballot, this time as 
Trustee. 

The long time public educa- 
tion advocate registered in the 
race for the Ward 1 / Ward 7 
seat that incumbent Trustee 
Janet McDougald has held for 


some 30 years. 
At last May's school board 
meeting, McDougald an- 


nounced her intentions to not 
seek re-election, ending her 
20-year tenure as Chair of Peel 
District School Board effective 
December this year. 

Soplet is confident that the 
province’s new "Open for Busi- 
ness" approach will embrace 
new approaches in public edu- 
cation that will attract and re- 


tain "talent" for business. 

"Talent wants what money 
cannot buy - safe neighbour- 
hoods and vibrant schools." 
she said. "Talent wants to be 
engaged in the design and iter- 
ation of learning, and the 
transfer of knowledge between 
the generations," said Soplet 
Tuesday after registering. 

Soplet's platform has five key 
planks for Wards 1 and 7, in- 
cluding equity for education 
across income-gapped com- 
munities, inclusion and parent 
engagement, highlighting the 
2018 Peel Youth Charter of 
Rights, bus driver availability 
and addressing the OSSD grad- 
uation gap for "Victory Lap" 
students. 

While not currently a resi- 
dent of Ward 1 / Ward 7, three 
of Catherine's special educa-

Environmental assessment 
planned for Caledon street

Following an emergency 
road paving session con- 
ducted last week, Caledon 
staff have commenced a 
municipal Environmental 
Assessment on the Old 
School Road area in order 
to evaluate the area con- 
sider development oppor- 
tunities. 

The assessment (EA) will 
look at the stretch of road 
running on Old School 
from Hurontario Street to 
Dixie Road, which cur- 
rently features two travel 
lanes in a rural area.

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Bus loop closes for construction

A Mississauga bus loop 
will be closed for over three 
weeks as city staff perform 
reconstruction in prepara- 
tion for a major project. 

The City Centre Transit 
Terminal (CCTT) Bus Loop 
will be closed from July 16 
- Aug. 8, as part of con- 
struction work for the 
Hurontario Light Rail 
Transit project. 

The announcement, 
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which was made last week, 
follows a round of water- 
main construction earlier 
this month that fully 
blocked off Hurontario at 
Robert Speck Pkwy. for 
several hours, leaving 
angry motorists in its way. 
As part of the construc- 
tion process, Alectra Utili- 
ties announced that several 
utilities will be relocated. 
Fare sales, washrooms 
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and customer services will 
still be available for cus- 
tomers to access in the 
main transit terminal. 

Several MiWay bus stops 
will also be relocated to 
platforms on Rathburn 
Road. 

City staff say delays are 
still expected due to rerout- 
ing of buses from the ter- 
minal bus loop to the 
Rathburn Road platforms.

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Integration, not prohibition, key to stopping crime

It seems that violence in 
one form or another is going 
to be the talking point of 
this summer. 

To be honest — I'm not re- 
ally sure we have a “prob- 
lem,” per se. We certainly 
have these gun incidents 
and violent attacks, but I'm 
not sure we have any more 
than is experienced in any 
big city. 

Let's not forget — Bramp- 
ton is Canada's ninth largest 
city and Mississauga is 
sixth. Together with Cale- 
don in Peel Region — we're 
1.5 million people. Peel is 
the third largest urban area 
in the country. Trouble hap- 
pens in big cities. 

Over the past few weeks, 
we've gone from the con- 
cerns over troubling foreign 
students (allegedly) to gang 
violence that involves guns 
and violent attacks. 

I've spent a lot of time en- 
gaging with individual po- 
lice officers on this issue. 

The comment that keeps 
coming back from a lot of 
them is that the people in- 
volved as both target and 
perpetrator in these gun 
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and knife incident are not 
the “general public.” 

In fact I think most cops 
think of what's going on as 
a “culling of the herd, by the 
herd.” 

Maclean's Magazine does 
their now-famous annual 
ranking of crime in Cana- 
dian cities. Peel Region is 
170th on that list. 

When you refine the 
search for violent crime, 
Peel ranks 130th. Not bad 
for the third largest urban 
area in the country. We re- 
ed have a lot to be thankful 

or. 

However, if you search 
that same list, you see a 
troubling picture of where 
the most crime-ridden 
places in the country are. 

They're mostly small 
towns. North Battleford, 
Sask, for example is at the 
top several lists. They have 
much less than 20,000 peo- 
ple. And towns like this 
characterize the places at 
the top of the list. Mostly, 
they're throughout the 
Canadian West. 

What is it that these small 
places have in common? 
They were all part of the oil 
boom. And they're now also 
part of the oil bust. 

The story I hear is that 
when things were hum- 


ming; when people were 
making big _ six-figure 
salaries, a lot of that money 
went to recreational drugs. 

When the money stopped 
flowing — the drug habits 
continued — and had to be 
fed. Thus, the Canadian 
West is now rife with crime 
because of addictions, and 
because there is a black 
market ready to satisfy that 
addiction. 

Addictions... Black mar- 
kets... Could that be a big 
part of OUR crime here — 
whether it's “worst in the 
country” or not, we're all 
concerned when we hear 
there's been gun-play close- 
by? 

As I write this, a commu- 
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nique was sent from the 
Toronto Public Health De- 
partment looking to open a 
discussion on decriminaliz- 
ing all drugs. 

Or, at least — decriminal- 
izing addiction. 

Prohibitions make people 
feel good, but they've never 
been effective as a public 
policy tool. 

What law enforcement is 
able to stop probably repre- 
sents about the same as 
sticking a cup in the flow of 
Niagara Falls. 

Clearly, as a policy tool in 
society — prohibitions have 
never been effective. 

In the U.S., they had an al- 
cohol prohibition for about 
10 years. And that time was

when organized crime be- 
came an issue. 

If the government wasn't 
going to allow alcohol — 
there were people who 
could get it for you. 

Let's make no mistake — 
the gangs that we see today 
are entirely funded and un- 
derpinned by the _ illicit 
black market in drugs. 

The only way we'll ever 
address it is to change our 
paradigm. To eliminate the 
black market, just as we're 
hoping to do with pot. 

I know! It sounds crazy! 
It's entirely counter-intu- 
itive. But thankfully, there's 
a case study that proves it 
works: Portugal. 

For the past fifteen-plus 
years, Portugal has elimi- 
nated the black market in 
drugs by decriminalizing 
addiction. 

If you're an addict in Por- 
tugal, you go to the govern- 
ment clinic for your regular 
hit of prescription-grade 
heroin. You lead a fairly 
normal life. 

At least, as an addict, your 
life isn't about stealing to 
fund that next hit — and it's 
not about getting that hit 
from some black market 
gangster. 

Plus — rehabilitation is 
available when you need it 


in Portugal. We definitely 
do NOT have that in On- 
tario. or anywhere in 
Canada. 

Social media has been full 
these past two weeks with 
citizens screaming at politi- 
cians at all levels to “do 
something.” 

The more and more I 
think of it — the BIG SOME- 
THING we need to do is 
change our relationship 
with drug prohibition and 
to get rid of the black mar- 
ket — and the gangs. 

Want to change things? 
Then a wholesale change in 
our thinking needs to occur. 
All levels of government will 
have to be involved in an in- 
tegrated way. If we want to 
be effective. 

Another tired dog and 
pony show about “getting 
tough” is only going to exer- 
cise dogs and ponies. Let's 
do something effective in- 
stead.

Will We Be Treated To Another Federer-Nadal Classic?

Just over halfway through 
the 125th Wimbledon Cham- 
pionships, the seeds are 
dropping like flies on both 
sides of the draw. 

In the third Grand Slam of 
the season, things are start- 
ing to take shape for both the 
men and women. With #1 
seed and defending French 
Open champion Simona 
Halep going down in the 
third round to unseeded and 
48th ranked Hsieh Su-Wei 
from Taiwan, there are no 
seeds remaining in the top 10 
and only 6 seeds remain in 
the entire draw. 

It would seem that the 
favourite, despite being 
seeded a very controversial # 
25, is seven-time Wimbledon 
and 23-time Grand Slam 
champion Serena Williams. 

I say controversial after 
Serena missed most of the 
past year battling injuries 
and conceiving her first child 
last summer. She has also 
been the beneficiary of a very 
favourable draw, her tough- 
est opponent in the first four 
rounds being 62nd ranked 
Kristina Mladenovic of 
France. It would certainly ap- 
pear that the tournament his 
hers to lose. 

The question then is who 
poses the greatest threat to 
Serena capturing a record 
24th Grand Slam title, and in 
the process, tying Margaret 
Court for the most ever? 

It would seem the greatest 
challenge could come from 
1ith ranked, and two-time 
Grand Slam champion, An- 
gelique Kerber of Germany. 

While many players on the 


WTA tour seem to be intimi- 
dated by Serena Williams, 
that doesn't seem to be the 
case for Kerber, as evidenced 
by her victory against Serena 
in the 2016 Wimbledon final, 
as well as a tough three-set 
loss in the Australian Open 
final that same year. 


The other player that could 
get in the way of Serena rais- 
ing the Venus Rosewater 
Dish for the eighth time is 21- 
year-old, and 12th ranked, 
Jelena Ostapenko of Latvia. 

Ostapenko burst onto the 
scene last year and became a 
household name after her 
upset of perennial top 10 
player Simona Halep in a 
three-set French Open clas- 
sic final in 2017. She became 
the first Latvian born player 
to win a Grand Slam singles 
title. 

Experts feel there is no rea- 
son she can't win multiple 
Grand Slam titles in the com- 
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ing years. She is without a 
doubt one of the most enter- 
taining players on tour, with 
her high risk game and pow- 
erful ground strokes no 
doubt posing a concern for 
all her opponents for years to 
come. 

On the men's side, it is ob- 


vious who the fans want to 
see in the final. One of the 
greatest rivalries in the his- 
tory of sports could be re- 
newed this Sunday, and who 
would not want to see great 
rivals and friends Roger Fed- 
erer and Rafael Nadal clash 
for a 39th time? 

This rivalry is remembered 
for some epic clashes, none 
more memorable than what 
is widely considered in tennis 
circles as the greatest match 
in tennis history at the 2008 
Wimbledon final, a thriller 
won by Nadal 9-7 in the fifth 
set as darkness fell on the 
London skyline. 


As an tennis fan dating 
back to the 1970's, I can hon- 
estly say I have never seen a 
tennis match that had any- 
where near the excitement, 
drama and twist and turns as 
this truly spectacular piece of 
sports history. 

You often hear the term" a 


match for the ages " in sports 
circles. Well, this was truly 
that and more, a match that 
they will be talking about a 
hundred years from now. 

Young upstart Rafael 
Nadal upset then five-time 
defending Wimbledon 
champion Roger Federer in a 
match that very easily could 
have gone three straight sets. 

Federer clawed back from 
two sets down to force a fifth 
and deciding set, only to 
come agonizing close to what 
would have been a record 
sixth straight Wimbledon 
title. 

So who might prevent us 


from seeing another possible 
classic from these two all 
time greats and ambassadors 
of the game? It would seem 
that on Federer's half of the 
draw, despite some big 
servers in Kevin Anderson, 
John Isner and Canadian 
Milos Raonic as possible op- 


ponents ahead of the final, 
none of these players have ei- 
ther the experience or all 
around game to match the 
exquisite arsenal of the great- 
est player in the history of the 
game. 

In a sport that has recently 
seen some great young de- 
scend upon the game, Fed- 
erer is defying logic and 
actually seems to be getting 
better with age if that is pos- 
sible. 

On Nadal's half of the 
draw, it would seem that 
there are also three players 
that could potentially pre- 
vent another Federer-Nadal 


thriller. 

They include Kei Nishikori 
of Japan, Juan Martin Del 
Potro of Argentina and 12 
time Grand Slam champion 
Novak Djokovic of Serbia. 

Not too long ago, it was 
thought that Djokovic had a 
realistic shot at catching Fed- 
erer in terms of Grand Slam 
titles won after a dominant 4 
year stretch. After some in- 
consistent play and recent in- 
jury issues, it would seem 
that the only player who 
could now possibly catch 
Federer is Nadal. 

Whether tennis fans will be 
fortunate enough to witness 
another Federer-Nadal 
matchup remains to be seen. 

One thing though is for cer- 
tain - we may never again see 
a rivalry quite like this ever 
again, not only in the great 
game of tennis, but in the 
history of sports. 

Not only are they phenom- 
enal, dedicated and gifted 
athletes, more importantly 
they are both incredible am- 
bassadors for the game that 
has grown in popularity in 
large part due to their pres- 
ence. 

In terms of the greatest 
player ever discussion, a win 
by Nadal on Sunday would 
bring him within two of Fed- 
erer and keep the discussion 
alive. Considering Nadal is 
four years younger and has 
completed dominated the 
French Open with 11 titles, a 
win Sunday would certainly 
keep the arguement alive 
that the race to be the 
G.O.A.T. (Greatest of All

The regular level of excite- 
ment for the annual Lakeview 
Block Party was heightened 
by the excitement to reveal 
the completion of then-recent 
renovations. 

Lakeview Library was one 
of a trio of Toronto Township 
libraries which in 1967, hav- 
ing received Centennial fed- 
eral infrastructure funding. 

Ward 1 Councillor Jim 
Tovey called the transforma- 
tion of Lakeview Library 
"stunning". 

In her remarks for last 
year’s anniversary, Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie drew upon 
the importance of public li- 
braries as essential learning 
centres. 

While Mississauga has 18 li- 
brary locations and more than 
300,000 library card holders, 
there are many more people 
who use the library to practice 
learning English. The civil and 
safe tone of libraries is a low- 
cost and low-barrier way to 
boost quality of life. 

Mayor Crombie noted that 
more than 50% of Mis- 
sisauga's residents are new- 
comers. 

People of all ages who are 
not employed, not in formal 
education and not in training 


(NEET) turn to libraries as 
their source for information 
when they are transitioning 
between life events and life 
cycles. 

Since the time of books and 
Dewey-decimal retrieval, the 
strategy of knowledge reten- 
tion and knowledge transfer 
has evolved, even as the core 
value and cultural drive to re- 
trieve and increase knowledge 
has strengthened. 

For us to succeed, our cul- 
tural context must be em- 
braced. 

A strategy to be "Open for 
Business" in the global knowl- 
edge economy requires em- 
bracing a cultural context and 
drive to access knowledge. 

In a time where decision 
makers do not always know 
what they do not know - then 
a safe and public common 
and free trade of knowledge 
across a spectrum of tech- 
nologies should be fostered. 

The strategy to access 
knowledge was put forward 
on May 4, when the Ontario 

overnment announced it 
argest investment in 20 years 
into Ontario's public library 
system. 

It was time - no, it was over- 
due - to create a new Digital 
Public Library that would

Lift your head, tuck your 
chin and lead with your nose, 
start your journey. Where do 
you want to go? Find a path 
that gives you the most of 
nothing but beautiful scenery 
and surprises along the way 


like birds and flowers. 

I love to have scavenger 
hunts when I walk in the dif- 
ferent seasons. I add to my 
meditation space for that sea- 
son or if I have discovered 
something along the way. It 
just reinvents it. 

Find special rocks or feath- 
ers or pine cones — bring them 
home and show them to your 
children. Your dog won’t care 
so don’t bother unless it’s 
food. Be interested in where 
you go. Take photos of special 
Beene — make them spe- 
cial. 

Walk until your shoulders 
aren't tight and you are wear- 
ing a smile. Children can do 
that for us if we take them. 
They are also someone who 
doesn’t care how busy you are. 

Come around and walk 
back to your start. How are 
you feeling?
